Roueche to Serve as 
Keynote Speaker for 
First 

Dr. John E. Roueche, nationally 
recognized community college 
leader, will be the keynote for the 
convention’s First General Session, 
scheduled for Monday, November 
20. Currently serving as professor 
and director of the Community College Leadership Pro¬ 
gram at the University of Texas at Austin, Dr. Roueche also 
holds the Sid W. Richardson Regents Chair in Community 
College Leadership. The Texas doctoral program in Com¬ 
munity College Leadership is the nation’s oldest and has 
produced more presidents, vice presidents, and deans of 
American community colleges than any other university 
graduate program. 

Dr. Roueche is a community college graduate (Mitchell 
Community College, 1958) and received his Ph.D. in high¬ 
er education administration from The Florida State Uni¬ 
versity in 1964. He has served as a high school history 
and English teacher, community college dean of students 
and instructional dean, and faculty member at UCLA and 
Duke University before joining the Texas faculty. 

He has received national recognition for his research, 
teaching, service, and overall leadership including the 1994 
Distinguished Faculty Award from The University of Texas 
at Austin, the 1988 R. Lamar Johnson Leadership Award 
from the League for Innovation in the Community College, 
and the 1986 National Distinguished Leadership Award 
from the American Association of Community and Junior 
Colleges. Dr. Roueche received the 1990 National Distin¬ 
guished Service Award from the National Council for Stu¬ 
dent Development and the 1994 Distinguished Service 
Award from the Council of Universities and Colleges. He 
is listed in Who’s Who in the World, Who’s Who in Amer¬ 
ica, Contemporary Authors, International Authors and 
Writers Who’s Who, Who’s Who in American Education, 
and Who’s Who in the South and Southwest. 

Since 1970, Dr. Roueche has spoken to more than 1200 
colleges and universities on topics of teaching and leader¬ 
ship excellence. He is the author of 29 books and more 
than 100 articles and chapters focused on leadership, teach¬ 
ing, and learning in American colleges and universities.

The Reservation of the MOWA Band of Choctaw Indi¬ 
ans is located in Mobile and Washington counties. The 
culture and traditions of the MOWA Choctaws is enriching 
Southern Alabama. Over the last few years, MOWA 
Choctaw projects have culminated in such significant 
accomplishments as the following: 

* Building a new Reservation Office; 

* Linking with the Mobile County Public Health 
Department to provide a satellite clinic at the Reser¬ 
vation Office for Northern Mobile County residents; 
and 

* Tentative approval has been received from HUD 
for the building of a 100 bed skilled nursing home 
on the reservation, pending completion of a Voca¬ 
tional School, also located on the reservation. 

The MOWA Choctaws are currently pursuing their 
recognition as a nation at the federal level. Their planning 
and implementation of programs to address the needs of 
the tribe and to foster educational mobility and economic 
growth in northern Mobile and Washington County areas 
are to be commended. Members of the MOWA Band of 
Choctaw Indians will utilize the medium of dance to 
enhance our education and our exposure to the MOWA 
Choctaw culture.
